At this moment Mr. Sifton was ush- 
ered into the room, and wis given an 
ovation When quiet was restored he 
thanked the convention for: the honor 
they had done him, and then took a 
seat on. the’ platform.

WIRELESS TELEGRAPH AND — 
TELEPHONE STATION HERE 


Will Connect This City With Cal- 
gary, Winnipeg and Van- 


couver Before Winter 


Edmonton and Calgary will be 
connected by wireless telephone and 
telegraph before the end of the pre- 
sent year, 

This is no dream, but) an actual 
fact. Already contracts have been let 
for the construction of a transmitting 
tower here, and according to James 
Horsfall and Charles Marshall, the 
representatives of the North Ametri- 
can Wireless Corporation who are in 
town today completing arrangements 
for the opening of a station here, 
Edmonton, Calgary, Winnipeg and 
Vancouver will all be connected by 
wireless before the snow flies. 

When a, Capital reporter called to 
see Mr. Marshall in his room at the 
Alberta Hotel this morning, almost 
‘the first thing that he was asked to 
‘do was to test the strange looking 
apparatus that is used to demon- 
strate the practicibility of the wire- 
less telephone. The reporter was 
taken out in the hall-and around a 
corner. The receiver was placed in 
his: hands, and then he heard Mr. 
Horsfall talking to hini. The words 
were as distinct as over the ordinary 
telephone. 

There is absolutely no connecting 
link between the transmitter and the 
receiver except the Hertzian or ether 
waves. The receiver consists of a 
hoop about three feet in diameter In 
this hoop are:the five copper wires or 
attenae that collect tht ether waves 
Then there are two ordinary © re- 
ceivers ‘attached’ to this and that is 
all there: is to the instrument, The 
transmitter is equally simple in’ ap- 
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pearance 

Of course when the towers are er- 
ected for transmitting commercial 
messages, the apparatus looks a little 
more complicated, but there is really 
nothing very mysterious about it. 
The practicibility of wireless tele- 
phony has been established beyond 
all question. When the local tower 
is erected and the company is open 
for: business here, it will be possible 
both to-telephone and telegraph by 
wireless at about one-half of the rate 
charged for the present systems. 

One great beauty of the wireless 
system will be that they will be con- 
nected with the local telephone sys- 
tem. Supposing that you wish to talk 
to a friend in Calgary or Winnipeg. 
First of all you call up the local sta- 
tion, ask to be connected with so and 
so, and then start talking. -This is 
done by clamping the receiver to 
the ordinary telephone to the receiver 
of the wireless. 


Some wonderful things have already 


been accomplished with the wireless 
telephone. Stations are in operation 
in Chicago’ and New York and mes- 
sages are sent between these -two 
points every day. Recently an aeriar 
was placed over the stage of the 
Metropolitan Opera House in New 
York, and Caruso’s voice was trans- 
mitted. two hundred miles out to sea, 
Robert Guggenheim of New York has 
a radiophone installed on his auto- 
mobile by which he cam get into com- 
munication with his office while rid- 
ing in his car. It has also been suc- 
cessfully used on aeroplanes. 

These are only a few of the won- 
derful things that have already been 
‘done with the radiophone, but) they 
are nothing to what’ the future has 
in store for this wonderful inven- 
tion,

King and Queen of Italy Watch 
the Work of Rescue at 
Calitri 


LITTLE BABY UNHARMED 


People of Naples Believe That 
Patron Sains of City Caused 
the Earthquake 


Calitri, June 9—The ruins of Cal- 
itri and the adjoining villages were 
inspected yesterday by King Em- 
manuel and ‘Queen Helen. Most of 
the houses in Calitri have been de- 
stroyed and the peopie who escaped 
from the effects of the earthquake are 
camping in the fields. Thirty more 
bodies have been uncovered, while 
eight-or.tensmere are thought to be 
still under the fallen walls. ‘Two 
were taken out ‘in the presence of 
the King E 

One section of the town is almost 
completely buried under the walls of 
the castle which was toppled over by 
the first heavy shock and came crash- 
ing down the hill, crushing the houses 
below. The work of excavating is 
being carried on rapidly, but contrary 
to experiences at Messina and Reggio, 
no one is being unearthed alive. A 
two-year-old) baby, however, was 
found close beside a heap of wreck- 
age unharmed, 

The Duke of Aosta also visited the 
villages and inspected the work of re- 
lief. The sovereigns did not rest for 
thirty-six hours. When they depart- 
ed last night for Rome there were 
touching demonstrations, many of the 
women. kneeling before the Queen. 
The visit of their Majesties has done 
much toward restoring order and con- 
fidence and the King’s last act be- 
fore his departure was to issue in- 
structions that every possible relief 
measure should be taken to care for 
the ‘stricken people. 

Killed on Vesuvius. 

Naples, June 9.—J A. Silon of San 
Franciscc met. sudden death today 
on Mount Vesuvius. He had climbed 
up the mountain which since — the 
earthquake had shown signs of great- 
er activity and approaching too near 
a fissure Which was emitting sulphuric 
gas he was overcome by the fumes 
and died almost instantly. 

Saint Is Blamed. 

Rome, July 9.—The earthquake is 
attributed in Naples to the wrath of 
St Januarius, whose blood did not 
liquify, according to the traditional 
miracle. A huge procession is being 
organized to appease the saint. » St. 
Januarius, who is the patron saint of 
Naples, suffered martyrdom by be- 
heading while he was Bishop of Bona- 
vento. His body lies in 2 crypt of 
the Cathedral while his head and two 
phials said to contain his blood are 
in. the chapel. The tradition is that 
when the blood is placed near the 
head it becomes liquid. Whenever 
the blood fails to liquify the peonle 
regard it as a bad omen.

Evidence for Prosecution'Is All 


in in the Trial of W. O. 
King 


DR. REVELL’S EVIDENCE 


Provincial Bacteriologist Said 
Blood Marks on Hindahl’s Skull 
Indicated a Fracture 


The Crown's case was completed in 
the trial for murder of W. O. King 
this morning. 

Dr. Revell, the provincial bacteri- 
ologist, gave evidence as to the con- 
dition of the skull and bones found 
in the burnt manure pile The broken 
edges of the pieces of the skull had 
blood stains on them and also show- 
ed signs of being subjected to great 
heat. Detective Sergeant Nicholson 
was again on the stand, but very 
little evidence of impertance was 
forthcoming. . Mr. Robertson contin- 
ued the cross-examination. 

Turning to the subject of the burn- 
ing of the manure pile, -snder which 
was supposed to be the body of 
Hindahl, he asked the witness if he 
had been to the stables previous to 
the time he went with the prisoner. 
Nicholson said he was there in’ De- 
cember, 1907. 

And in answer to a question as to 
whether the manure pile was burnt 
then, he said it was not burnt until 
July, 1908. The bones found in the 
pile were taken to.Fort Saskatch- 
ewan and placed in charge of a 
doctor. The house where ‘King lived 
in 1908 was barely fifty’ yards from 
the place where. the bones were 
found, but when Sgt. Nicholson saw 
it it was burned. down. 

Set. John W. Phillips was next 
called to the stand and said that he 
was. stationed in) Edmonton from 
June 1908 to April ‘oo, in charge: of 
the Edmonton detachment » In Aug- 


ust.’o8 he received the: accused into | 


custody from Sgt. ‘Nicholson: and 


dheld him for three or four days be- 


fore he \was sent to Fort Saskatch- 
ewan, Later on he was brought in 
again, he escaped, and after his re- 
arrest he was brought to Edmonton 
again. 

The next witness was Dr. Revell, 
provincial bacteriologist, who stated 
that he received a fur cap from Set. 
Nicholson to be analyzed. He cut 
open’ the cap and after a careful ex- 
amination he found several — black 
hairs, which he produced in court 
Tests were'also applied for traces of 
blood sand the examination showed 
that if was human blood, 

Some fragments of bones were also 
received by Dr. Revell, who identified 
them as human bones. He then was 
asked to read his notes on his exam- 
ination of the bones. Fragments of 
the ankle, knee cap, shin bone and a 
small portion of the backbone were 
found and the doctor showed each 
piece, and explained it to the jury. 
Dr. Revell produced some portions of 
the human skull which he said seem- 
ed to him to be blood stained; he ap- 
plied tests and found it was so. The 
skull, he said, showed signs as if it 
had been fractured, the broken edges 
being stained a brown color, which 
proved to be blood... They also 
showed signs of. being subjected to 
great heat. They also indicated that 
the man must have been of medium 
height. 

Mr. Robertson asked the witness if 
he thought the action of ammonia on 
the skull, as it would be affected in 
the manuré pile, would be likely to 
produce stains, to which the doctor 
answered. that the stains indicated 
the presence of iron. 

Mr G. Dunlop, who was with the 
May-Sharp Construction Company, 
was next called to the -stand. He 
said he was with the company dur- 
ing the building of the Clover Bar 
bridge. The position of the stables 
and barns was then indicated by the 
witness, who corroborated the pre- 
vious evidence on this point, ° |

Sergt. Nicholson stated that the 
prisoner was at large from -October 
18th, 1908, to April 31st, 1900. 

In connection with the fur cap, the 
witness said that the first time he saw 
it was in the cellar of the Edmonton 
barracks, when he went there to get 
it in order to_turn it over to Dr. Re- 
vell. He got it back from Dr.°Re- 
vell and since then it had been lock- 
ed up in the witness’ desk. 

Witness admitted going to Minne- 
sota in order to make inquiries as to 
Joseph Hindahl. Mr. Robertson ob- 
jected to this evidence and was. sus- 
tained. 

Asked if he knew anything more 
about the case the wit ness said that 
he drove out to Mr. Parke’s house on 
August 13, 1909, and there secured 
some fragments of clothing near the 
spot where Mrs Parkes stated that 
King burnt Hindahl's clothes. Some 
clothes were produced in court and 
Sergt. Nicholson identified them as 
the ones he had found. 

Mr. Robertson cross-examined the 
witness on a few details and then the 
court adjourned.

SACRED SCROLL 


They Come From a Village Far 


Up in the Himalayan 
Mountains 


CALLED’ “LIONS OF GOD” 


Seattle, June 9—They have come 


to find the sacred Gunth of Tahkia- 


kot,” said the interpreter. 

“The sacred what?” cried three as- 
tonished immigration officers who had 
been working twenty-four hours on 
board the steamship Minnesota, en- 
deadvoring to discover why thirty-five 


tall, swarthy, white-turbaned Hindus 


had chosen to visit the United States 


in a body. 


The newcomers are different, both 


in appearance and in language, from 
any Hindus who 
through this port. 


have ever come 
When the Minne- 
sota arrived on Friday it was found 
that no one in Seattle could commvuni- 


cate with them. 


A hurried call was sent to Van- 
couver, for E. S. Jelley, a famous 
scholar of Indian tongues, who has 
studied most of the 300 dialects used 
in different parts of the Indian em- 


impatient immigration officers. The 
thirty-five frightened Hindus were 
huddled in) a corner of the smoking 


room, passively awaiting their fate. 


“They have come in search of the 
sacred Gunth, of the village of Tah- 
lakot, far up in ‘the Himalayan moun- 
tains,” Jelley explained after he Jiad 
discovered the particular dialect the 
visitors spoke. 

Jelley explained that the Guath 
was the secred writings of the Sikhs, 
the tribe’s family Bible, preserved 
since time immemorial by the head- 
men of Tahlakot. This ancient roll 
of Sanskrit mysteriously disappeared 
five years ago, and since that time 
the demons have sent pestilence upon 
the unprotected community. 

Now the young men, who belong to 
the sacred order of Singhs, or J.ions 
of God, have pledged themselves to a 
world-wide search for the Gunth. 
Similar parties set off last fall to the 
east, to the north and to the south, 


with vows to devote themselves to 


the search 
five years.

Al Dr. D. G. McQueen of Edmonton | 


Was Appointed Chairman of | 
Board of Management | 


Halifax, June 9—The Province of 
Alberta, in which the churches and 
missions of the Presbyterian body 
have increased so rapidly during the 
past five years, is to have a theologi- 
cal college of its own and will in 
future educate its own ministers. This 
was ‘the decision at which the gen- 
eral assembly arrived at its 
yesterday afternoon after a spirited 
mission

The assembly appointed the first 
beard oft management and the: first 
senate of the new institution. The 
building will be erected in connection 
with the provincial university in 
Stratheona, 

The list of the members of the gov- | 
esning body includes those of the 
most prominent ministers in the pro- 
vince and about thirty well-known 
laymen, Among the latter are Hom 
Frank Oliver and IIon C. W. Cross; 
Mr. Justice Stewart of Calgary; Jas. 
Short, barrister, of Calgary; John A. 
McDougall, M.P.P., Edmonton, and 
J. M. Douglas, M.P., Strathcona. 

Dr. D G. McQueen, of Edmonton, 
is named as chairman of the board of 
management and he is directed to call 
the board and senate together in joint 
It is 
planned that the work of instruction 
should begin in the present year. 
Temporary class rooms will be pro- 
vided in the university.

MUSEUM AT MONACO 

Eleven years ago F.mperor William 
went to Monaco to. lay the’ corner- 
stone of an oceanographic museum 
for Prince Albert,, who combines 
study of the sea with the not over- 
laborious task of ruling over his petty 
principality.

“The number of infectious diseases 
reported was 124, of which more than 
half were measles and Germaa meas- 
Nes which have been somewhat pre- 
valent for some time. Many house- 
holders are- notoriously careless re- 
{garding these diseases which they re- 
gard as trifling and fail to call a phy- 
siclan or report promptly to the 
Health Department A limited quar- 
antine is imposed in all known cases 
and children infected or exposed are 
kept from school until a certificate of 
complete recovery 15S issued. The vig- 
jlence of the school board and teach- 
ers is of great assistance to the 
Health Department in detecting and 
| quarantining unreported cases. The 
limited quarantine imposed to be ci- 
fective must depend to a great extent 
on the intelligence and honesty ot 
the householder for its proper ob- 
servance. It is a matter for con- 
gratulation that the city still remains 
practically free from typhoid fever, 
of which only four cases have occur- 
red, three of which were from outside 
the city.” k 

In commenting on the deaths at 
the Isolation Hospital Dr. Whitelaw 
says: ; 

“The number of deaths were seven 
in all, three advanced cases of con- 
sumption. three of malignant scarlet 
fever, and one of haemorrhagis meas- 
les, a colored patient, but it 1s now 
evident was a case ot haemorrhagic 
smallpox, death occurring before it 
was possible to make a positive diag- 
nosis of smallpox. Two cases ot 
smallpox have developed since. both 
of which evidently contracted the in- 
fection from this case. Both have 
been removed to the quarters provid- 
ed for such cases and all possible pre- 
cautions have been taken by vaccina- 
tion and disinfection to limit the 
spread of the disease. 

The occurrence of this case as well 
as several others of mixed infection

SAVED EDMONTON 


Held Back the Fusiliers Who 
Were Advancing Down 
the River 


BATTLE OF CAPITAL HILL 


“*Twas a Wondrous Victory” Al- 
though Nobody Was Killed 
and All Fought Well 


The golf course was the scene of a 
thrilling military spectacle last even- 
ing, when a sham battle was fought 
between the Alberta Mounted Rifles 
and the 1o1st Fusiliers. A large num- 
ber of ‘spectators gathered on the 
railway tracks and at the end of 
Twenty-first street to witness the 
fight, which lasted about an hour. 

The defending force, the Alberta 
Mounted Rifles, half of whom were 
mounted, the rest on foot, commani- 
ed by Capt. Griesbach, took up their 
position behind the piles oi lumber in 
the brick yard, with their mounted 
men stationed among the irees on 
either side. 


Presently the attacking force, the 


rorst. Fusiliers, under Colonel Ed-| James Child; corresponding secretary, 


wards, were seen advancing up the 
centre of the golf course, in open 
order. 

The defenders opened fire, but after 
a while were forced to retreat from 
the brick yard, and so, keeping them 
in check by well planned and deter- 
mined stands, they gained the shel- 
ter of Capitol Hill 

The plan of the battle was that the 
AM. s were to cover the retreat 
of a larger force, which had previ- 
ously been defeated, and were to hold 
the rorst in check until they could 
gain Capitol Hill. 

The firing was intermittent—the 
whole battery reverberated with the 
rattle of the rifle fire; from the trees 
on the river bank came continuous 
vicious spits of flame followed by the 
sharp crack of the rifles. 

Seen from the elevation of the rail- 
way track and roadway, the sight was 
a thrilling one—a thin line of men, 
lying flat on the grass, accentuated 
by puffs of smoke; and every now 
and then as the opportunity occur- 
red; jumping up to advance a little 
closer, using every available bit of 
cover from the enemy’s fire 

From the civilian spectator’s point 
of view the efficiency of both sides 
was adinirable, and this was borne 
out by a remark which one of the 
combatants was heard to make, “that 
he did not see anyone to fire at the 
whole time.” -This shows how clev- 
erly every bit of cover must have 
been taken advantage of. 

Apart from the fight there were 
several amusing incidents, and some 
of the spectators, mainly the ladies, 
were overheard to make some very 
laughable remarks. The old man who 
was with the cows in the field across 
which the defenders were retreating, 
shouted out as soon as the firing be- 
gan: “Yez hev kilt me cow,” and 
would not be comforted; while one 


of the ladies got extremely excited 
on account.of two children who got 
into the firing zone, and immediately 
though they would be shot; but her 
companion was distinetly scorniul, 
and remarked, when the defenders 
were running to gain cover, that they 
“looked like agitated rabbits.” 

Altogether the outing was a great 
success and this style of active work 
is a tremendous aid to the standard 
of efficiency which the militia are 
seeking to maintain.
